PLANT ARRIVING 


Several carloads of materials for 
the new sewage disposal plant for 
the city of Corsicana are being un- 
loaded and actual construction will 
be started as soon as weather per- 
mits according to City Engineer J 
Mack Jones. 
Materials arriving daily include 


sand, gravel, cement and steel. A 
complete new type of disposal plant 
will be constructed to replace the 
one that has been in operation for 
a number of years according to the 
engineer. At least one unit of the 
new plant will be completed as 
soon as possible to permit demoli- 
tion of the present plant, salvaging 
of useable materials, and ultimate 
completion of a plant 
that wll 


serve the community adequately 
even if it becomes a third larger. 


The plant will cost approximately 


$52,000 and will use the Hays pro- 
cess, patented by the city chemist 
of Waco. An average of forty-sev- 
en men will be used daily with a 
monthly payroll of some $2,100. 
Some extensions will also be made 
to the sewer system.
